profits on adding machines. 


"We wonder if it occurs to the people 


•who may be trading on margins where the 
hundreds upon hundreds of millions of 
dollars that are being taken in profits 
daily are coming from. It is obvious that 
if a man makes S1000 or -SI0.000 in 
stock speculation, somebody has to pay. 
It does not come out of the air. Xow. the 
fact is that when a trader sells a stock at 
a profit some one else has paid him that 
profit by buying the same stock. In other 
words, if John Jones at Milwaukee makes 
-$1000 on'steel. Joseph Smith of Apple- 
ton, let us say. has paid him this thousand 
by buying the stock Jones held. If Smith 
can sell again at a rise then some third 
person who buys has paid the profit.

Every college has 
its 
corps of 


scouts who look over rival teams and 
report on the weakness and strength 
of the opposition. 


It a team has a certain deceptive 


play that proves? a big ground-gainer, 
the scouts diagram the position of 
each player, so as to be able to work 
cut a defense for the strategy. 


The value of scouting is a ques- 


tion. In a sense the 
information 


that can be gained depends entirely 
on the nature of the grime. 


SEEK TO HOL0 LEAD 


If a team through the breaks of a 


game suddenly assumes a command 
ing lead, it immediately seeks to hold 
that lead by playing a defensive game 
with kickng as one best bet. 


In such a game there is no neces- 


sity of a team opening up. putting 
its so-called gridiron strategy on dis 
play. 


The coach realizes that there are 


scouts in the stand -watching the 
play of his club closely, eager to 
grasp some intricate piece of strate- 
sry, that needs special preparation 
if it is to be stopped. 


It is not unusual for the coach 


himself to look over a rival team. 
provided his eleven is playing some 
r>asy team and his direction is not 
needed.
